Breast is best... for now

HEALTH chiefs have 
splashed out £8 million in 
specially reinforced ambu¬ 
lances to cope with rising 
numbers of heavier patients. 

The new purchases will 
soon be in action on the 
streets of Northampton 
where nearly a quarter of 
people qualify as clinically 
obese. 

Figures from the National 
Obesity Observatory show 
that an estimated 24.1 per 
cent of people in the town are 
in the most severe weight cat¬ 
egory. 

The East Midlands 
Ambulance Service (EMAS) 
has now ordered 80 emer¬ 
gency vehicles that are capa¬ 
ble of carrying people weigh¬ 
ing up to 50 stone. 

The special ambulances will 
be divided between counties 
according to the size of the 
area, but patients’ weight has 
already been outlined as a 
particular problem in 
Northamptonshire. 

According to the latest NHS 
figures, the cost of treating 
obesity-related illnesses in 
the county is £60 million 
every year. 

Diabetes, strokes, cancer 


and heart disease can all be 
linked to the condition, and 
NHS Northamptonshire’s 
strategy for 2009-2014 high¬ 
lighted reducing obesity lev¬ 
els as a “key priority”. 

Childhood weight problems 
are a particular concern with 
more than ten per cent of 
four and five year olds in 
Northampton qualifying as 
obese and more than 17 per 
cent of ten and 11 year olds in 
the same category 

EMAS denied that its exist¬ 
ing fleet of 270 ambulances 
was insufficient and said that 
the purchase of special vehi¬ 
cles was part of continual 
improvement to the care it 
provides. 

The service refused to com¬ 
ment on any individual cases 
where a standard vehicle had 
struggled to cope. 

Each ambulance costs 
approximately £100,000 once 
it is fully equipped to deal 
with overweight patients’ 
requirements. 

The modifications include 
stretchers, ramps and hoists 
that are stronger and larger, 
specially designed chairs and 
even such details as bigger 
blood pressure cuffs. 

A spokeswoman for EMAS 
said: “We’re receiving 80 new 
ambulance vehicles, current¬ 


ly being built at a factory in 
Goole, North Lincolnshire. 

“All vehicles will have 
bariatric capability which 
means we can transport 
patients up to the weight of 
50 stone. 

“We should start to receive 
the vehicles at the end of 
February and so they will 
begin to arrive in each of our 
divisions after then.” 

She added: “The ambu¬ 
lances are for all patients not 
just those who are obese. 
They won’t be standing 
around waiting until they are 
called to an overweight 
patient. 

“It’s about making sure that 
our facilities can cater for any 
patient.” 

A person is considered 
obese if their body mass 
index is 30 or above and the 
number of people in this cat¬ 
egory across the region is on 
the rise. 

Figures from the Office for 
National Statistics show that 
there were 12,397 hospital 
admissions related to obesity 
in the East Midlands in 2009- 
10, up from 10,213 the previ¬ 
ous year. 

In 2009 the region recorded 
129,000 prescriptions for 
obesity-related drugs com¬ 
pared to 114,000 in 2008.

Public give council 
Question Time a miss

COUNCIL leaders have defend¬ 
ed the low turnout at a budget 
consultation evening this week. 

Just 17 people attended 
Northamptonshire County 
Council's “Question Time” style 
event, which was designed to 
give members of the public the 
chance to question a panel of 
councillors and managers about 
the proposals. 

Speaking before the event, 
Councillor Jim Harker, leader of 
the council, said: “Our budget 
consultation aims to give a wide 
variety of ways for people to have 
their say in ways that suits them 
best and this Question Time 
event is an important element of 
that.” 


But after so few people turned 
up at County Hall on Tuesday, 
the council was left to justify the 
two-hour session and appeal for 
more people to get involved, 
insisting that the “quality of the 
debate was very high”. 

A spokesman said: “The budget 
proposals are extremely 
important and affect a great 
number of people, therefore we 
would always encourage as many 
people as possible to attend. 

“The county council’s Question 
Time-style event was held as one 
of many ways people could have 
their say and ask questions about 
this year’s Local Deal budget 
proposals. 

“The event was attended by 17 
people but the session was also 
webcast, so would have been 
available to a much wider 


audience. He added: “Attendees 
were not just individual mem¬ 
bers of the public but also repre¬ 
sentatives from a variety of 
organisations, who would in turn 
have represented a larger num¬ 
ber of people.” 

“There is a wide range of other 
ways for people to have their say 
on the budget: such as writing to 
a dedicated Local Deal address, 
carrying out an online survey 
and through Facebook and 
Twitter. 

“As the event was held on coun¬ 
cil premises there was no cost 
incurred.”

Looking

Once upon a 
time... 
Northampton 
had its very 
own castle 



PLANS to put Northampton’s 
castle back on the map 
stepped up a gear this week 
when a petition was opened 
to the public. 

Friends of Northampton 
Castle (FoNC) are hoping to 
prove to local authorities that 
there is a groundswell of 
support for their proposals to 
increase the profile of the 
site. 

Dr Marie Dickie, spokes¬ 
woman for FoNC, said: “We 
are trying to engage with as 
many members of the public 
as possible. 

“We should be doing more 
to show off what we have 


left of the castle. We have 
been trying for some time 
but this is the ultimate 
moment now. 

“Every time we talk to 
people about it there’s a real 
buzz. People think, ‘That 
would be wonderful - I’d love 
to take my children or 
grandchildren there’.” 

But Dr Dickie also pointed 
out the potential financial 
benefits in attracting tourists 
to the town. 

The campaign group are 
also planning a medieval 
extravaganza in May. 

The FoNC is currently 
formulating its final business 


proposal, which will soon be 
available online, and has 
commissioned an architect to 
create a virtual 3D model of 
the original building so that 
people can “walk around the 
castle”. 

The planned regeneration 
project centres around 
Marefair in West 
Northampton. 

An initial outline of the plans 
said: “The numerous points of 
historic interest along 
Marefair are ideally suited to 
developing the street into a 
historic gateway leading 
towards the town centre 
from the train station.” 


A spokeswoman for English 
Heritage, which is reviewing 
the status of the site, said: 
“We have been asked to look 
in to whether the current 
scheduled part of 
Northampton Castle should 
be extended. Scheduling is 
the highest level of 
protection for heritage. 

“We’re in the early stages of 
looking in to the application 
and considering the research 
that’s already been carried 
out.”

Labour demands tighter control for town’s nightspots 


A POLITICAL party wants a 
stricter approach to licensing 
clubs and pubs. 

The Labour group at 
Northampton Borough 
Council has put forward a 
proposal which it hopes will 
get cross party support. 

In a speech to the full coun¬ 
cil last week, Labour’s chief 
whip, Councillor Terry Wire, 
said his group feared with cuts 
from the previous Liberal 
Democrat administration the 
licensing team at the Tory-run 
authority will have fewer 
resources to fulfil their statu¬ 
tory duties. 

At the meeting he said: “Our 
licensing function plays an 
important part in public safe¬ 
ty by ensuring proper 
processes and procedures are 


in place that keeps us away 
from potential harm. 

“For instance, the police 
need us to be an effective 
licensing authority to ensure 
the proper enforcement on 
the sale of alcohol. 

“The police need us to 
enforce the conditions of 
every licence on each club 
and bar.” 

Speaking to the Herald & 
Post, Cllr Wire said the Labour 
group’s document, which has 
been submitted to the coun¬ 
cil, will now go before the next 
licensing committee on 
Tuesday. 

He said: “The theme is for a 
more robust approach. 

“What we want to see are 
risk assessment categories. 

“This would mean the more 


people that can be in a club 
the higher the category. 

“If a club could hold 500 
people then it would be 
placed in a risk category A, if it 
was 200 then risk category B 
and 50, risk category C. 

“What we would like to do if 
it was a risk category A is to 
have the club inspected on a 
yearly basis. 

“This is about an issue of 
safety. If teenagers go to these 
clubs they need to feel safe 
and we need to make sure 
they are safe. 

“You really can’t and should 
not approve an application on 
a blind basis. 

“We are not saying every 
application should have a site 
visit but every application 
should be dealt with on its 


merits. We do not expect small 
public houses to have the 
same sort of thorough in 
depth study which a venue 
which could hold 2,000 would 
have. 

“We do need to review the 
door staff and ensure they get 
the proper training. 

“There should be a complete 
record on door staff and there 
should be a review of how 
they operate in an emergency. 

“For this issue we need to 
work as a team as we want 
people to enjoy themselves.” 

In October two students 
died after a crushing incident 
at the town’s Lava Ignite, 
which is now closed, but Cllr 
Wire added: “This is not about 
Lava & Ignite. We want to 
make sure things are ok.” 
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Hacked MP victim of 
cash plea email con

AN MP had to reassure constituents that 
he was alive and well this week after 
emails saying he had been mugged were 
sent from his account. 

Michael Ellis, MP for Northampton 
North, found himself “under a cyber 
attack” when mystery hackers sent what 
appeared to be a desperate plea from the 
politician. 

His Westminster office was inundated 
with phone calls on Tuesday morning 
when people received the messages 
begging for money. 

The fake email said: “I was involved in a 
robbery during my trip to Barcelona, 
Spain. I was mugged. 

“All my belongings including mobile 
phone and credit card were all stolen. I 
need your help flying back home.” 

Recipients were then asked to “wire 
funds” to the “cash-strapped” MP. 

“I need you to lend me some money to 
sort myself out of this predicament. I will 
pay back once I make it out of Spain.” 

Mr Ellis said he had informed 



Parliamentary security and had asked the 
Metropolitan Police E-Crime Unit to 
investigate the bogus emails. 


The MP’s political account, 
ellis2win@googlemail.com, is believed to 
have been hacked into at about 8.30am. 

Speaking from Westminister on 
Tuesday, Mr Ellis told the Herald & Post : 
“We are currently under a cyber attack. 

“We knew within about 20 minutes - we 
were getting calls at quarter to nine. 

“We have obviously had a hacker get 
into the campaign account. 

“They have also changed the password 
and the security question, so there is very 
little we can do at the moment. 

“We need the experts to help because 
there is no way we can get back in.” 

As well as the email, entitled “Trouble”, 
the MP’s Twitter account was also 
hacked, but he was unsure whether the 
attack was politically motivated. 

He said: “I have no idea who might have 
done it. It could be random. It may not 
necessarily be anything to do with the 
fact that I am a Member of Parliament.” 

It is not known how many people the 
spam reached, but Mr Ellis said that the 
hackers had “probably sent it out it to 
everyone in the address book” using a 
computer programme. 


Epic walker looking for donors 


HE will cross three continents, 15 
countries and 12,000 miles, but this 
week his journey takes him to 
Northampton. 

James Thomas is walking from 
Scotland to New Zealand to raise 
money for children’s charity 
UNICEF. 

And so that as much money goes to 
the organisation as possible he is 
hoping that generous supporters 
along the route will provide his food 
or lodgings. 

James began his journey to the 
other side of the world on January 7, 
setting out from Edinburgh. 

He is due to arrive in Northampton 
today and hopes the people of the 
town will support his efforts. 

He describes the ambitious project 


as “the biggest challenge of my life” 
and has already sold many of his 
belongings to help finance the trek. 

But he also stressed that the 
mammoth walk is not just about 
him but also “a way to benefit oth¬ 
ers” through fundraising for a 
worthwhile cause. 

As a photographer and documen¬ 
tary filmmaker, James will be post¬ 
ing updates of his travels online so 
that people can follow his progress 
towards Dunedin in New Zealand. 

After leaving Northampton 
tomorrow he will continue south 
and then cross the North Sea to the 
Netherlands.

We weren’t asked about residential lights 


IN the article published last 
week about street lights a 
spokesperson for the 
Conservative-run County 
Council claimed that the 
street light switch off was 
consulted on as part of their 
“You Choose” budget consul¬ 
tation. 

Unfortunately, this is simply 
not true. 

If readers cast their minds 
back to this time last year 
they will remember that the 
Conservatives were consult¬ 
ing on budget proposals to 
cut £lm from street lights by 
switching them off in non- 
residential areas. 

Readers will also remember 
that the Conservatives had a 
£15m black hole in their 
budget, due to the Tories’ 
financial incompetence. 

The cut to street lights in 
residential areas was a panic 
cut at the last minute to help 
fill that black hole. 

The irony of filling a black 
hole by switching off half the 
lights is probably not lost on 
most people! 

This cut, which has led to 
Northamptonshire being 
plunged into darkness and 
made people afraid to go out 
at night, was put forwards on 
the day consultation closed. 

So it was never consulted 


on. For the Conservative-run 
council to try to pretend they 
asked people about this is 
completely dishonest. 

The Conservatives have 
never consulted on the 
switch off in residential 
areas. 

Conservative councillors at 
County Hall voted against 
Liberal Democrat proposals 
to keep the lights on in resi¬ 
dential areas, and against 
separate Liberal Democrat 
motions to turn the lights 
back on in residential areas 
and allow more time for 
reviews of lights that were to 
be switched off. 

The fact of the matter is 
that every Conservative

Teen driver warning 
after crash kills pal

A TEENAGE driver caused the 
death of his 17-year-old passen¬ 
ger just months after he had 
passed his driving test. 

George Robinson, 18, of Naseby 
Road, Clipston, was driving at 
73mph on a country road when 
he crashed into a fence. 

His front-seat passenger Jason 
Eaton, a performing arts student 
from Crick, was removed from the 
vehicle but later died in hospital 
from his injuries. 

Emotions ran high at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Friday as the events of October 5, 
2010 were recounted, with the 
families and friends of the defen¬ 
dant and victim separated by a 
police liaison officer. 

Jonathan Spicer, prosecuting, 
told how the friends had left Long 
Buckby with two other young 
men following behind in a VW 
Golf. 

Robinson failed to brake as he 
approached a right-hand bend on 
the B403 and swerved off the 
road, destroying a 30-metre 
stretch of fence. 


Mr Spicer said: “The massive 
impact crushed the roof and tore 
off the windscreen and both 
airbags were deployed.” 

After driving along the section 
of road, which has a 60mph limit, 
a collision investigator said the 
accident was caused by the 
defendant driving at too high a 
speed. He described it as “too fast 
for the bend and too fast for the 
experience of the driver”. 

In an interview with police 
Robinson said he had not been 
racing and initially did not accept 
that his speed had caused the 
crash. 

He admitted that he had been 
driving at 80mph before the bend 
but said that he had slowed down 
as he came to it, and that the car 
had clipped the kerb. 

Before he sentenced the defen¬ 
dant, Judge Rupert Mayo high¬ 
lighted the sensitive nature of the 
case. 

“What happened is effectively 
every parent’s nightmare because 
a good life was rubbed out. 

“There is a huge hole in their 
lives and they have lost a capable 
and loving son.” 

But he added: “I make it plain in 


fixing sentence that there is no 
way that this court can measure 
the quality or greatness of Jason 
Eaton.” 

Robinson’s defence lawyer, 
Adam Wiseman, pointed out that 
the J8-year-old had a clean driv¬ 
ing record prior to the offence 
and said he was “hard-working, 
trustworthy, and decent”. 

But Judge Mayo said the conse¬ 
quences of the crash should send 
a message to all young drivers. 

“There is one major aggravating 
feature in this case, something I 
hope every J7 and J8-year-old 
driver will listen to. This accident 
occurred only three months and 
five days after you passed your 
driving test. 

“It was not sustained bad driv¬ 
ing. You were just driving too fast 
before the bend - far too fast as 
you approached the bend. 

“Due to your lack of skill and 
experience you failed to negotiate 
the bend accurately and you 
killed your friend.” 

Robinson was sentenced to J8 
months detention and disquali¬ 
fied from driving for two years, 
after he pleaded guilty to death by 
dangerous driving.

Response training is 
bobbies on the beat 


POLICE forces across the country and around the 
world are following a blueprint created by 
Northamptonshire Police when it comes to training 
response officers. To find out more about what the 
Force have achieved with the training programme, 
LAWRENCE JOHN spoke to Chief Inspector Andy Cox 


EVERY day police officers are out 
on patrol in cars or walking the 
beat when an incident occurs 
and they find themselves having 
to react quickly. 

They are under pressure to get 
to the scene as soon as possible, 
respond correctly, ascertain what 
needs to be done, deal with the 
public in a professional manner 
and to ensure the right procedure 
is followed. 

Importantly they have to identi¬ 
fy what are deemed as ‘high risk 
situations’ and how they should 
deal with them. 

This is where Northampton¬ 
shire Police’s ‘High Risk Scenario 
Training’ starts to pay dividends. 

The groundbreaking tuition, 
which was launched in May last 
year, is devised to give officers the 
tools they need to deal with and 
identify high-risk scenarios in the 
critical ‘golden hour’ - the first 60 
minutes of an incident - when a 
mistake can have a huge impact 
on the outcome. 

It gets the police out of a class¬ 
room environment and dealing 
with ‘in-the-field-training’ via 
hypothetical real-time situations. 

These are held at Kingswood 
School in Corby and the 
University of Northampton, with 
performing arts students taking 


part in the role play for each 
scenario. 

The format for the training 
includes guest speakers from 
around the country, including 
family members who have lost 
loved ones because of police 
failings. 

These speakers bring into stark 
reality the implication of a high- 
risk incident going wrong. 

Experts from each relevant 
department help to develop the 
scenes that are created. 

Each one is based on real-life 
examples from each of the follow¬ 
ing crime categories: 

■ Domestic abuse 

■ Missing persons 

■ Critical incidents - this would 
include a major incident such as 
like Raoul Moat scenario 

■ Rape/sudden death 

■ Anti-social behaviour 

■ Suicidal person 


Chief Inspector Andy Cox said: 
“The officers need to understand 
what the triggers are for the risks. 

“They can be sat in a classroom 
being told about legislation and 
how to do things but this is a new 
development which gives them 
real life scenarios. 

“We hold the scenarios at the 
University of Northampton and 
Kingswood School. 

“Performing arts students take 
part in the role play. 

“We tell them (the officers) the 
areas which we will be testing 
them on. It is very important they 
prepare themselves for these 
areas. 

“The students are given scripts 
which they work to but we do give 
them some flexibility. 

“For those officers who struggle 
on the course we are there to 
support them and give them 
additional help. It is about

broadening their knowledge and 
horizons. 

“We involve experts who see 
how the officers perform. Then 
they talk to them about what they 
did well and what they need to 
improve. 

“As well as this we have high 
profile victims who speak to the 
officers about how mistakes 
affected their lives. 

“This is important as when they 
leave the course they know how 
serious this is and they have to 
get things right. 

“Some of them are nervous 
before they start but afterwards 
they say they are able to deal with 
and recognise the risks.” 

The course takes three to four 
hours to complete as they go 
through six scenarios. 

The success of the training 
course has led to Northants 
Police doing presentations to 
forces in Australia, New Zealand, 
the USA, Hong Kong and Holland. 

They have also given advice to 
the Metropolitan, Greater 
Manchester and West Mercia 
police forces. 

Once Northamptonshire Police 
show another force the training 
package they can then carry out 
their own which they can deliver 
themselves. 

Cl Cox said: “We are looking to 
develop the scenarios and in 
March will be doing an exercise 
with the control room which will 
be done via the phone. 

“The training covers everyone 
including inspectors who have to 
know what to when dealing with 



multi-scenarios.” The success of 
the training is clear, with many 
examples of better management 
of serious crime. 

As a result complaints against 
the Incident Response Team have 
reduced by 33 per cent based on 
latest figures, compared to the 


same time last year. Some of the 
recent success stories involved a 
serious crime where the training 
matched a subsequent real-life 
incident and this meant 
improved recognition of risk and 
resulting actions which led to a 
much improved outcome.

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Mums unite to 
save baby cafe

A BREAST feeding group 
for mums could close its 
doors by March if it does 
not get the necessary 
funding. 

The Northampton Baby 
Club Cafe in Wellington 
Street has been funded by 
NHS Northamptonshire 
for the past eight years to 
the tune of £16,000 but 
this is now under threat. 

The Mum to Mum 
project helps fund train¬ 
ing for mothers who then 
help others who want to 
breast feed. 

Breast feeding facilitator, 
Ann Davison said: “What 
we have done has been 
extremely well received by 
families who appreciate 
the help. This gives them 
practical support to get 
them on the right track 

“It costs us £9,000 a year 
for two sessions a week. 

“We will have to close 
the door at the end of 
March if we don’t secure 
any funding. At the 
moment this is run under 
a licence from the Baby 
Cafe. 

“What we offer here is 
specialist breast feeding 



support in an informal 
community setting. 

“On Friday I put in an 
application to the Peter 
Robertson Trust for a 
grant and we are also see¬ 
ing if the Northampton¬ 
shire Community Found¬ 
ation could fund us.” 

To help with their 
campaign the mums have 
launched a Save 
Northampton’s Baby Cafe 
page on Facebook which 
has already attracted 500 
members. 

The group holds two 
sessions a week. Friday 
attracts between 15 and 
22 mothers, while on 
Monday there are 
between ten and 16. 

Mum Alice Ellice said: “I 
joined four weeks ago. I 


have found the help given 
re-assuring as I have met 
mums in a similar situa¬ 
tion to me. I have always 
wanted to breast feed and 
this has given me the sup¬ 
port I needed. 

“I think it would be real¬ 
ly sad if it closed and I 
hope people support the 
campaign on Facebook.” 

A spokesman for NHS 
Northamptonshire said: 
“NHS Northamptonshire’s 
public health budgets have 
not yet been finalised by 
government so no decision 
has yet been made about 
the funding of breast feed¬ 
ing services for 2012-13. 

“NHS and other statutory 
budgets are under 
continued pressure and all 
services currently funded 
need to be cost-effective in 
order to attract ongoing 
funding. 

“The Baby Cafe model 
used in Northampton 
incurs a cost which means 
continued funding is 
always under review. 

“We are meeting with 
local providers next week 
to discuss how we can 
commission breastfeeding 
support in 2012/13. No 
decisions have yet been 
made.”

Farmer’s £44k rap 
for meaty mistake

A FARMER has been fined for 
failing to properly dispose of the 
remains of a slaughtered cow. 

Clive Patrick Lawrence, owner of 
Sheltons Farm Shop in East 
Haddon, also had illegally slaugh¬ 
tered beef in his unregistered store. 

It follows a joint investigation by 
Northamptonshire County 

Council’s trading standards 
and Daventry District Council’s 
environmental health team. 

At Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday Lawrence was 
fined £27,000 and ordered to pay 
costs totalling £16,949. It followed 


a hearing on January 6 when 
Lawrence pleaded guilty to four 
charges relating to the identifica¬ 
tion and registration of his cattle, 
failure to comply with regulations 
regarding the disposal of animal 
by-products and 13 food safety and 
hygiene offences, including failure 
to protect food from 

contamination that likely made it 
unfit for human consumption. 

In December 2010, trading 
standards and environmental 
health conducted an inspection of 
the shop, the animals and farm 
premises. 

A quantity of illegally slaughtered 
meat was seized and 
condemned by Daventry 


Magistrates’ Court which ordered 
its destruction. 

Officers also found the remains 
of a cow on a previous bonfire as 
well as animals without proper 
identification documents. 

Councillor Ben Smith, county 
council cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “This is a very 
serious matter; by not complying 
with regulations regarding cattle 
identification and failing to 
dispose of the remains of a dead 
animal in the proper way this 
farmer was risking public health 
and breaking the law.” 

Health officers have been work¬ 
ing with Lawrence to ensure it 
doesn’t happen again.

A LODGER who spent 
£22,000 on credit cards 
he took out in his land¬ 
lord’s name has been 
jailed. 

James McGrath pleaded 
guilty to 14 counts of 
fraud after he ran up thou¬ 
sands of pounds on hotels 
and gambling. 

He met his victim, 
Vincent Helwig, a 31-year- 
old plumber, at a kick¬ 
boxing club and proceed¬ 
ed to steal his identity 

After Mr Helwig had 
offered him a place to live, 
McGrath took the land¬ 
lord’s details from his post 
and embarked on a 


spending spree that 
included a Mazda, an 
Xbox 360, a Blackberry 
mobile phone and design¬ 
er goods. 

Northampton Crown 
Court heard that Mr 
Helwig was even driven 
around in the car, not 
knowing it was bought 
and insured in his name. 

When confronted by the 
victim, McGrath admitted 
the fraud, saying that he 
owed £40,000 to a cocaine 
dealer. But Judge Richard 
Bray said that was not a 
mitigating factor. 

Mr Helwig, who had a 
four-star credit rating 
before McGrath’s scheme, 
has since had financial 
problems as a result. 


Caroline Bray, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the victim felt 
“hurt and betrayed” by 
McGrath, who had two 
previous convictions for 
using stolen cheques. 

Judge Bray said: “These 
offences are seriously 
aggravated by the fact that 
you committed them 
against a man who was 
kind enough to allow you 
into his lodgings.” 

He added that McGrath’s 
crimes were “determined” 
and “quite sophisticated”. 

McGrath was sentenced 
to 30 months in prison 
and an extra two months 
for failing to attend a 
hearing, when he pre¬ 
tended that his girlfriend 
had gone into labour.

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Putting 
brakes 
on car 
crimes

A CRACKDOWN on vehicle crime across 
the county was launched this week in a 
bid to reduce the number of road 
accidents and improve driving 
standards. 

Northamptonshire Police are targeting 
the rising number of complaints about 
these offences as part of Operation 
Guardian. 

The initiative will look at stopping 
vehicles, identifying suspicious activity, 
checking documentation and promoting 
road safety, with particular focus on the 
“Fatal Four”. 

These are the four key causes of colli¬ 
sions involving death or serious injury in 
the UK - driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs, using mobile phones, 
speeding and not wearing a seatbelt 

Sergeant Bob French, involved in the 
project, said: “The aim of this operation 
is to prevent and deter offenders 
committing vehicle crime offences by 
providing high visibility patrols and 
undertaking intelligence-led crime 
detection measures. 

“An element of this is also looking at 
enhancing public safety, in particular 
that of lone females and vulnerable 
people, particularly during Nightsafe 
events, by identifying legitimate Hackney 
and private hire drivers and vehicles and 
ensuring the safety of these vehicles on 
the counties roads.” 

Officers will be working in partnership 
with district, borough and county 
council licensing officers to conduct 
checks on the safety of private hire and 
Hackney vehicles and work vans to 
ensure driver standards and public 
safety. 

The crackdown, which aims to “disrupt 
criminality”, started on Monday and will 
run until March. 

The Operation Guardian team will also 
focus on reducing incidents of violence 
and anti-social behaviour by directing 
patrols where most needed. 
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Cops’ security warning for drivers 


CRIME prevention officers have 
sent out 209 letters to 
motorists after their vehicles 
were identified as being 
vulnerable to theft. 

Officers and police staff have 
been visiting vehicle crime 
hotspot locations in 
Northampton, identifying 
motors that are either insecure 
with windows or doors left 
open, or have items on display 
that would make that vehicle a 
target for crime. 

The registration details of the 
vehicles were noted and the 
registered owners have been 
sent a letter informing them of 
this and advising them on how 
to protect their vehicles. 

In urgent cases, owners have 


been contacted immediately. 
Officers have also been carry¬ 
ing out high visibility foot 
patrols to identify insecurities 
to properties and vehicles and 
distributing leaflets highlighting 
simple steps that can be taken 
regarding security. 

Crime prevention manager 
Laura Major said: “A lot of 
vehicle crime can be prevented. 
Opportunist thieves will target 
vehicles, especially when items 
are left on display, because 
they know they will get 
something out of it. 

“It only takes a few seconds 
to double check that the doors 
are locked, windows closed, and 
any items are removed or out 
of sight.”

Judge gives jail card to 
player for nasty attack’

A FRIENDLY football game 
ended in a broken eye socket for 
one player after a teammate 
punched him in the face. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard how Glenn Spence, 29, 
assaulted Chris Haddon when the 
victim sat down by the goal posts 
before half-time and refused to 
get up. 

The pair were playing football at 
the Racecourse in Northampton 


in July last year and had only 
known each other for a couple of 
days, having met at a night 
shelter. 

When Mr Haddon, 22, stopped 
playing Spence hit him, knocking 
him backwards. 

The victim recalled being sick in 
an ambulance. He was taken to 
Northampton General Hospital 
where he was treated for severe 
bruising and swelling around the 
eyes and a fracture to the right eye 
socket. 

Spence was arrested later that 


evening and when interviewed by 
police he said he had acted in 
“self-defence” because he 
thought Mr Haddon was going to 
hit him. 

The defendant’s 35 previous 
convictions, going back to 2000, 
were read out in court, including 
assaulting a police officer, crimi¬ 
nal damage, robbery and posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon. 

Judge Richard Bray said: “It was 
a nasty attack.” 

Spence was jailed for 18 months 
after pleading guilty to assault.

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Team aim to cut 
alcohol patients

A NEW alcohol treatment 
service is to be launched 
in the county. 

Despite a reduction in 
finance, the Northamp¬ 
tonshire Partnership’s 
Alcohol Harm Reduction 
Strategy aim to continue 
to reduce the number of 
booze specific hospital 
admissions. 

The aim is to build upon 
the success of the current 
scheme to reduce admis¬ 
sions to hospital for alco¬ 
hol harm and support 
patients more effectively. 

NHS Northamptonshire 
has invested £1,150,000 
over the last two years 
after the county was ‘red 
flagged’ for alcohol harm 
in 2009. 

The rate of increase in 



alcohol related hospital 
admissions has reduced 
to four per cent (from 17 
per cent between 2008/09 
and 2009/10). 

The national rate is eight 
per cent. 

The team hope to reduce 


cases by providing more 
community based servic¬ 
es, integrating health 
services across the county, 
offering community 
based alcohol treatment 
packages and additional 
resources to provide 
mental health triage 
assessments in A&E. 

Director of Public Health 
for NHS Northampton¬ 
shire, Professor Stephen 
Horsley, said: “In 2010/11 
there were 2,027 alcohol 
specific hospital admis¬ 
sions, costing the local 
NHS around £2.9m. 

“Based on England aver¬ 
age rates, if we do not do 
anything and the rate con¬ 
tinues to rise, alcohol spe¬ 
cific hospital admissions 
will cost the NHS in 
Northamptonshire an 
additional £1.4m by 
2014/15.”

“Over the two episodes 
you should be listening 
out for any scenes that 


involve the British 
soldiers. 

“In episode one it is 
primarily the scenes in 
the trenches, but in 
episode two we have used 
far more for the soldiers 
milling around, street 
scenes in Amiens, the bar 
in Amiens, wounded 
soldiers, and the Battle of 
the Somme.” 

Ashley Cook, a year one 
acting student, said: “The 
experience was fantastic 
because even though we 
are still training we have 
had the opportunity to 
work on something that is 
clearly a big production.”

THERE is a sense that Munster are 
rapidly becoming Jim Mallinder’s 
Moby Dick. Like Captain Ahab he 
seems destined to be on an ill-fated 
quest to vanquish them once and for 
all. 

Of course, it is easy to forget that his 
first meeting against the Irishmen in 
charge of Northampton Saints saw 
them hold on for a memorable win at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

Since then though, the record is 
played four and lost four, and Satur¬ 
day’s 51-36 mauling at their home 
away from home of stadiurrr.mk was 
by far the biggest they had suffered at 
the hands of the two-time Heineken 
Cup winners. 

V\diile Captain Ahab’s obsessive pur¬ 
suit of the white whale cost him his 
ship, his crew and ultimately his life, 
the thing Mallinder and his team have 
lost is the chance to win any European 
silverware this season. 

“We played badly,” was the Saints di¬ 
rector of rugby’s brutally honest as¬ 
sessment. “In the first half our restarts 
meant that we couldn’t get out of our 
half and we put a lot of pressure on 
ourselves. 

“In the second half we tried to come 
back into it and got within five, but 
then we gave away an interception 
and suddenly the game really was over 
then. 

“We didn’t play well, Munster played 
better and that’s it. 

“Munster seemed to up their game 
from what I’ve seen in their previous 
five Heineken Cup games. 

“They played well, slowed down a lot 
of our ball to stop us getting good mo¬ 
mentum and looked after the ball. 

“It was difficult to get the ball off of 
them, we gave away penalties and 
then they got opportunities that they 
scored the tries from.” 

The game had been balanced on a 
knife-edge at half time with the side 
deadlocked at 19-19. Yet they were un¬ 


done by the deadly accurate kicking of 
Ronan O’Gara and a second half hat- 
trick from Simon Zebo - the respective 
past and potential future of Irish 
rugby. 

For his part, the evergreen O’Gara 
landed all 24 of his points with his 
trusty right boot, while Northampton 
were left to rue not being able to make 
more of their dominance in the scrum 
that earned them two penalty tries. 

Mallinder said: “You talk about get¬ 
ting your set piece right and our scrum 
was solid and dominant, but you need 
balance across your set piece. 

“You need to get your line-out right 
and, most important, your restarts and 
we didn’t. 

“It just shows what a good game 
rugby union is and you can’t just have 
dominance in the scrum and expect to 
win a game. 

“Munster controlled just about every 
other area and came out on top. I 
think we’ve got players who can go up 
the middle, players who can go round 
the corner and players who can go 
wide. 

“We’ve got threats all over, it’s just 
that we couldn’t quite get on the front 
foot and do that.” 

The loss, couple with the Scarlets’ 16- 
13 victory away to Castres, meant 
Northampton failed to qualify for the 
Amlin Challenge Cup after finishing 
third in Pool One. 

Instead, they now only have domes¬ 
tic honours to focus on for the rest of 
the campaign, starting with the trip to 
Bath for the first of their remaining 
two LV= Cup group matches on Satur¬ 
day. 

That was not on Mallinder’s mind in 
the immediate aftermath of the loss in 
Milton Keynes though. 

“You think about those things after¬ 
wards and for us this was about com¬ 
peting against one of Europe’s best 
sides,” he said. “We did well away in 
Munster, we competed and we could 
have won that. [On Saturday] We came 
second best.”

JON Clarke is gearing up for what 
he feels is a massive fortnight in 
Northampton Saints’ season as 
they prepare for their two 
remaining group matches in the 
LV= Cup.

AIDY Boothroyd is not a man to 
back down in the face of adversity, 
and Saturday's 2-1 defeat at the 
hands of fellow League Two smug¬ 
glers Barnet means that 
Northampton Town still have 
plenty to put up with.

ANNE Panter has completed the 
long road to recovery from injury. 
Now she aims to ensure that 
2012 is a successful year for the 
Great Britain women’s hockey 
team. 

The 28-year-old from 
Northamptonshire only returned 
from two-and-a-half years on the 
sidelines due to needing 
reconstructive surgery on a 
ligament in her left knee. 

Now, though, she is back to full 
fitness and is currently out in 
Argentina with the GB team for 
the annual Champions Trophy 
tournament, which starts this 
weekend. It will double up as part 
of the national team’s 
preparations for this summer’s 
London Olympics, and Panter is 
optimistic after forcing her way 
back into the reckoning. 


“It was very much a case of 
getting back up to speed with 
international hockey,” she said, 
speaking about how her first full 
season back has been so far. 

“I’ve really kicked on over the 
winter months and I’m getting 
back to being the player that I 
used to be in my head. There are 
29 of us in the training squad and 
16 will go to the Olympics, but at 
the moment we are all just 
concentrating on this.” 

Britain go into the Champions 
Trophy in Rosario having finished 
runners-up to South Korea in the 
Four Nations competition held in 
Cordoba at the end of last week. 

They topped the group with 
wins over the Koreans, current 
World Champions Argentina and 
New Zealand, only to be edged 
out 3-2 in the final.
